be  released  due  to  german  privacy  laws;  according  to  family  lore,  he 
committed  a "race  crime"  by  living  intimately  with  a christian/aryan 
woman . 

Allegedly  my  grandmother  secured  his  release,  whereupon  my  father  went 
to 

France,  crossed  illegally  into  Spain,  was  captured,  and  sent  to  an 
internment  camp  in  Spain,  there,  he  was  recruited  into  espionage  by  a 
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visting  american  diplomat,  who  secured  my  father's  release  and  had  him 
sent 

to  the  US.  There  he  joined  the  office  of  strategic  services  (OSS),  and 
received,  extraordinarily,  immediate  US  citizenship  during  his  brief 
training  period,  it  was  during  this  training  period  that  my  father 
changed 

his  name,  at  a night  court  somewhere  in  the  Washington  dc  metro  area.  I 
would  guess  this  was  in  1940  or  so.  My  father  later  claimed  that  his 
OSS 

work  (distinguished  counter-espionage  work  for  which  he  received  the 
bronze 

star)  required  the  change  of  identity,  this  claim  strikes  me  as  dubious. 
More  likely,  the  extremely  traumatic  experience  of  arrest  and  the 
gruesome 

circumstances  of  gestapo  prison  let  him  to  regard  his  Jewish  identity 
and 

even  his  identity  as  a german,  as  perilous,  burdensome,  and  unwanted, 
without  question  he  was  deeply  concerned  lest  his  children  become 
vulnerable 

to  violent  antisemitism  upon  his  return  to  the  US  in  1948  or  49,  he 
claimed, 

even  to  my  sister  and  me,  that  he  was  french  and  a Unitarian;  both 
Caroline 

and  I were  raised  as  Protestant  Christians,  according  to  the  tradition 
of  my 

mother's  south  Carolina  family,  (by  the  way,  my  mother  was  also  in  the 
OSS] 

e-mail  from  Strat  Sherman 

doing  secretarial  work,  and  it  was  through  that  work  that  she  met  my 
father 

in  paris  shortly  after  the  city  was  liberated  from  nazi 
occupation. . .another 

note:  my  father  served,  with  considerable  satisfaction,  as  an 
investigator 

for  the  nuremburg  trials.)
